“I do not claim to be better than the 
masses of my pary, nor do I wish to avoid 
any responsibility which, on account of the 
passage of this law, I ought to bear as a 
member of the democratic organization. 
Neither will I permit myself to be sepa- 
rated from my party to such an extent as 
might be implied by my veto of the tariff 
legislation, which, though disappointing, is 
still chargeable to democratic effort. But 
there are passages in this b:Il which are 
not in direct line of honest tariff reform 
and it contains inconsistencies and, crudities 
which ought not to appear in tariff laws 
or laws of any kind. Besides there vere, 
as you and I well know, incidents avcom- 
panying the passage of the bill through 
the congress, which made every sincere 
tariff reformer unhappy; while influences 
surrounded it in its latter stages, and inter- 
fered with its full construction, wh.ch 
ought not to be recognized or tolerated in 
democratic tariff reform councils. 

A Vantage Ground, at Least. 


“And yet, notwithstanding all its vicissi- 
tudes and all the bad treatment it received 
at the hands of pretended friends, it pre- 
Sents a vast hnprovement to existing vcendi- 
tions. It will certainly lighten many a tar- 
iff burden that now rests heavily upon the 
people, It is not only a barrier against the 
return of mad protection, but it furnishes 
& vantage ground from which must be 
waged further aggressive operations against 
protected monopoly and governmental favor- 
itism. 

“I take my place with the rank and file 
of the democratic party who believe in tar- 
if reform, and who Know -vhat it is; who 
refuse to accept the results ernbdodi~-d in this 
bill as the ciose of the war; who are not 
wiinded to the fact that the livery «f de- 
mocracy has been styvlen and worn in the 
service of republican protectivn, and who 
have marked the deadly ligat of trcascn 
that has blasted the cuunciis of the brave 
in their hour of night. ; 

“The trusts and combinations—the com- 
munpion of pelf—whose machinations have 
prevtnted us from reaching the success we 
deserved, should not be torgott2n or for- 
given. We shall recover from our aston’sh- 
ment at their exhibition of power, and if 
then the question is forced vj} com uz w*cther 
they shall’ submit to tne free le:izla.ve 
will of the people's representatives, or shall 
dictate the laws which the peuple must 
obey, We will accept and settle that issue 
as one involving the integrity and safety 
of American ins.itutions, 

Rie Loves Democracy'’s Principles. 


“Il love the principles of true democracy 
because they are founded in péitriotism and 
upon just.ce and Llairness toward all inter- 
ests. 1 am proud of my party organizatien 
becavise .. is conservatively sturdy and per- 
sistent in the enforcement of prinvipies. 
Therefore, I do not despair of the efioits 
made by the house of representatives to 
supplement the bill already passed wy fur- 
ther legislation, and to have vagraited upon 
it such modihcai.ons as will more nearly 
meet cemeocratic hopes and aspirations. 

“Il cannet be mistaaen as to the necessity 
of logical and seasibie tariff reform. ‘he ex- 
tent te which unis is recognized.in the leg- 
islation already secured is.one of ifs en- 
couraying ailu reueeming features; but it 
ig vexatious to recall that while (free coal 
and iron ore have been denied us.

“Tt am sure that there is a common habit 
of underestimating the importance of free 
raw inateriais in tariff legislation, and otf 
regarding them as only reiated ito conces- 
sions to pe made to Our manufacturers. The 
truth is, their influence is so far-reevhing 
that ii uisregarded, a compiete and benefi- 
cent scheme of tariff reform cunnot be in- 
augurated. 


A Pilea for Free Raw Matertal. 


“When we give to our manufacturers free 
raw materials we unshackle Aimerican en- 
terprise and ingenuity, and these wiil cpen 
the doors of foreign markets to tine reception 
of our wares and give opportunity tor the 
continuous and remunerative employmeat of 
American labor. With materials cheapered 
by their freedom from tariff chargis the 
cost of their product must be cvurresponding- 
ly cheapened. Thereupon, justice and tair- 
mess to the consumer would deniand that 
the manufacturers be obl:ged to submit to 
such a readjustment and modification of the 
tariff upon their finished goods as would 
secure to the people the benefits of thc 
reduced cost of their manutacture, and 
shield the consumer against the exactions 
of inordinate profits. 1t will thus be seen 
that free raw material and a just and fear- 
less regulat.on and reduction of the tariff 
to meet the changed coiiditions, would car- 
ry to every humble home in the land the 
blessip=s of increased comfort and cheaper 
living. 

“The millions of our countrymen who 
have fought bravely and well for tariff re- 
fourm, should be exhorted toe continue the 
struggle, boldly challenging to vpen warfare 
acd constantly guarding aga‘nst treacnery 
under jialf-heartedness in their camp. 
“Taritt retorm will not be settled until it 
is honestly and fairly settled in the interest 
and to the benenht of a patient and long- 
gsulfering people.

They Are Camping Out in Tents—Mr. 
Stevenson Addresses Them. 


Washington, August 27.—Expectation with 
regard to the biennial encampment of the 
Knights of Pythias is beginning to be real- 
ized, and everything indicates not only a 
ragnificent gatheriug of the uniform rank, 
but visitors, many thousands in excess of 
the number predicted. So great is the in- 
flux of people that the reception commit- 
tees have been embarrassed in securing 
qu: rters for all of them, The knights are 
coming in numbers so greatly in excess of 
the estimated strength that three hundred 
additional tents have been erected at Camp 
George Washington on the Washington

PULLMAN TESTIFIES. 


Call on the Officers. 
BOOKS WERE OPEN 70 THE MEN 


They Could Look for Themselves 
and See What Was Doing. 


CONTRACTS TAKEN BELOW COST 


His Company Did W ork at a Loss, He Says, 
in Order That the Men Might 
Have Work. 


Chicago, August 27.—Edward F. Bryant, 
cashier and manager of the Pullman Loan 
and: Savings bank¥ was the first witness 
to testify before tne national labor com- 
mittee this morning. It was the business 
of his bank to transact an ordinary busi- 
ness, as well as to collect rents. Mr. Bry- 
ant said the accumvlations of three to four 
years were drawn out during the strike. 
On May 1, 1893, the bank had bills to the 
amount of $3,891 to collect from employes. 
One year later this amount reached $23,- 
247, showing forcibly the difference made 
by the cut in wages. August ist this 
amount reached $58,775. These bills did 
not represent all owing to the company. 
It represented only those placed in the 
hands of the bank for collection. 

George M. Pullman took the stand imme- 
diately upon the reassembling of the com- 
mittee this afternoon. He stated the Pull- 
man Palace Car Company was organized 
July 31, 1867, with a capital stock of $1,000,- 
000. The town of Pullman was established 
in 1880. 


Commissioner Wright conducted the ex- 
amination of Mr. Pullman. He asked ¢he 
president of the palace car company to 
tell in his own way the objects of the com- 
pany and why the town was built. 

“The plan was,” said Mr.. Pullman, read- 
ing from a typewritten manuscript, ‘to 
establish a community for workingmen 
which would enable them to live in harmo- 
nious relations with the company. The re- 
lations of the Pullman company are, how- 
ever, simply those of a landlord in regard 
to its employes, which it treats as tenants. 
The basis of profit Was 6 per -cent per an- 
num, which at that time was a fair profit 
on the investment. The cost of establish- 
ing the streets and improvements was, 
of course, considered in making this cal- 
culation. This does not include the cost 
of the manufacturing plant. 

“The Pullman company,” Mr. Pullman 
Stated, “‘did not sell property within the 
limits of the town, because the company 
did not wish objectionable characters to 
establish themselves in the town. There 
were, in consequence, no saloons or houses 
of ill repute in Pullman, as there might 
otherwise have been.’’ 


the Pullman lease. . 

“There is a clause in the lease which 
provides that either party may terminate 
it by giving ten days’ notice for the pro- 
tection of the Pullman company, so that it 
might exclude all objectionable eharac- 
ters,’’ 

Capitalized at 836,000,000. 

“What is the capital of the Pullman 
company?’ asked Chairman Wright. 

“Thirty-six million dollars.’’ 

“It has been stated in the public press 
that the Pullman company has a surplus 
of $16,000,000.’’ 

“It is.more than that,’”’ said Mr. Pullman. 
“This represents individual profits and is 
for the most part invested in assets.’’ 

“Are the dividends you pay based on a 
capital of $36,000,000?’’ 

“They are. The dividends are 2 per cent 
quarterly. The company has paid dividends 
since tts beginning. For three years it 
paid 3 per cent quarterly, and for a while 
%4% per cent annually. Latterly it has paid 
8 per cent annually.”’ 

‘‘Has it been the practice of the company 
to reduce wages from time to time, and if 
so, will you tell us of such reductions”’ 
asked Mr. Wright. 

“I am not familiar with the daily work- 
ings of the town of Pullman I will have 
to refer the committee to the second vice 
president for those details. I will say, 
however, that for entire months we did not 
have an order for a car. I realized that 
unless something was done there would be” 
suffering at Pullman, and after a consul- 
tation with Vice President Wickes I de- 
termined to make bids under the actual 
cost of construction. We did this, and I 
remember the first order was for fifty-five 
cars.’ I put in a bid for these cars at from 
$300 to $400 below the cost of making them, 
resolving ‘to make this contribution rather 
than see my men idle. I believe many 
other car builders in the country felt the 
same way. As evidence of this the next 
lowest bid to mine was only $24 higher than 
mine. On another occasion I bid for a lot 
of 250 cars at a loss of $15 on each car, pre- 
ferring ‘to do this rather than see the 
freight shops closed. I underbid the next 
competitor only $1 a car. It cost us about 
$00,w0 to keep the men in work as long 
as I did. I explained all this to Mr. Heath- 
cote, the leader of the strikers, who said 
to me: ‘We want the wages of 1893.’ I in- 
formed him that it was impossible. I told 
him it would be a most unfortunate thing 
if the wages of 1893 were restored; that 
there was only six or seven weeks’ work 
here as it was, and that there was none 
in sight at the rate on which the wages 
of 1893 were based.”’ 

Doors Always Open. 

Mr. Pullman then said he told Mr. Heath- 
cote that as long as he remained in the 
employ of the company he could have ac- 
cess to the highest officials and could even 
see the books if he pleased. . 

“Were the books, as a matter of fact, 
shown to the strike committee?’ inquired 
the chairman. f 

“They were not, because the men made 
no effort to see them.” 

‘‘Are you at the town of Pullman much?’ 

“Not a great deal. I don’t have time.” 

“What attempts, if any, did you make 
for a satisfactory adjustment of the trouble 
at Pullman?” 

‘‘An answer to that will come better from 
Vice President Wickes.” 

“It has been stated publicly very freely 
that you were approached by the strikers 
who looked fer a settlement of the troubles 
and that you said you had nothing to ar- 
bitrate.” 

“I did not use exactly those words. I may 
have told them something of the sort.” 

Judge Worthington then took the witness 
in hand. He asked if the Pullman land as- 
sociation was a separate corporation from 
the Pullman car company. 

Mr. Pullman replied that it was entirely 
so. The latter company owned the five 
hundred acres on which the town was built 
and the improvements thereon. The stock-

“The profits fell off nearly $500,000 in the 
month of August alone last year, as com- 
pared with the same month in 1892.

“Do you not think it would have been 
just to have divided with these employes ‘hk 
litt.2 while, so as to give them at least a 
fair living wage?’ 

“I do not. .It would have amounted to a 
gift of money to these men. It was simply 
a matter of business. The company and 
the men had to make mutual sacrifices. 
The men were required to work harder 
while the company lost money on con- 
tracts.”” 

Mr. Pullman denied any collusion with 
the railroads in regard to resisting the 
strikers. 


NO CHANGE AT BEDFORD. 


It Is Thought No Settlement Will Be 

Reached This Week. 

Bedford, Miass., Avegust .27.—The 
week of the great strike of the 
textile operatives opened today with no 
change to be observed in the situation. It 
is generally agreed that no settlement will 
be reached this week. 

The Howland corporations resumed oper- 
ations this morning, as if nothing had oc- 
curred to interrupt them, and there was 
no demonstration by either the operatives 
or the strikers. 

A crowd of three thousand idle. mill em- 
ployes gathered in the vicinity of the Bris- 
tol, Bennett and Columbia mills at 6 o’clock 
this morning in anticipation that these 
mills would resume, to watch for any of 
their number whd might desire to desert 
them and return to their work at a reduc- 
tion. The mills made no effort to start up, 
and it is not likely that they will do so 
this week at least. 

The weavers held a mass meeting this 
morning in an open lot near the Bristol 
mill. One of the speakers claimed that 
an advance of 3-10 of one cent per ‘Yard 
in the price of cloth had made it possbile 
to give the weavers an advance in wages 
instead of making the reduction necessary, 
as is claimed by the mill men. 

Appeal to the Public. 


The New Bedford Cotton Weavers’ Pro- 
tective Association has issued an appeal 
to the people of New England states in 
which they: ask for support in their fight 
against the corporations. 

“It has been forced upon us by the most 
eruel and unjust action of our employers. 
One year ago our wages were reduced 10 
to 20 per cent. This we quietly accepted. 
During the present year this reduction has 
been largely in the weaving department 
by the great lengthening of cuts without 
extra pay and by changing the style of 
cloth. By these unjust means some Corpor- 
ations” ha 
from 10 to 2% per cent. These corporations 
which are treating the operatives with such 
socrn and contempt are nearly all paying 
their usual dividends and the stockholders 
have scarcely suffered at all. The oper- 
atives of New Bedford have, therefore; 
struck work against this cruel and needless 
reduction in wages.’’ 

At Fall River. 

Fall River, Mass., August 27.—The Canoni- 
cut mill has closed its gates indefin- 
itely and there now remain but four cor- 
porations out of forty-two that are making 
attempts to run their mills. The Fail 
River iron works and Barnaby gingham 
vu fair to continue in full operation, as 
they are paying under the old seale. Dur- 
fee No. 2 and Seaconnet are running under 
the new schedule, and predictions are free- 
ly made today that the help will leave them 
Wednesday and Friday when they receive 
their first payments under the 10 per cent 
reduction. The temper of the Mule Spin- 
ners’ Association has changed materially 
within the past forty-eight hours, and Sec- 
retary O’Donnell reports that from talks 
with many spinners this morning he has 
concluded that the men will not return to 
work at the old rates while cotton and 
cloth are quoted at present prices in the 
open market. This attitude is in direct 
opposition to that assumed by the spin- 
rere’ association at the meeting held a 
week ago last Friday night. Since that 
time, however, print cloths have jumped 
to 2% cents, and cotton has remained about 
stationary. This new stand is of particular 
interest because the hope was gaining that 
certain mills that had signed 
the manufacturers’ agreement would 
eventually break away and start 
at prices satisfactory to the spin- 
ners and carders. An attempt was 
made to start the Globe yarn mill this 
morning, but the carding room help re- 
fused to work at the new rates. They held 
a meeting and voted to remain away from 
the mills while the reduced prices are of- 
fered by the management. 

Secretary Tansey is endeavoring to com- 
promise with Agent Sanford on a 5 per cent 
reduction, and inasmuch as the New Bed- 
ford yarn mills and the Kerr thread mills 
are in operation at nearly the old rates he 
feels very confident of success. The King 
Philip strikers met this morning and some 
of them who are not in good financial 
standing in the union were paid from the 
collections made from the public. The card- 
ers and weavers hold general meetings to- 


night.

Columbia, S. C., August 27.—(Special.)— 
Evidences of an appeal to the entire people 
of the state at the general election against 
the reform ring are multiplying daily. On 
the heels of Dr. Sampson Pope’s withdraw- 
al of his pledge as a candidate to the state 
democratic executive committee, comes the 
withdrawal! of Senator Butler. In his pledge 
General Butler said, as required by the 
rules: “I hereby pledge myself to abide the 
reault of the vote thus cast at the pri- 
mary.” 

The balance of his letter was an an- 
nouncement of his candidacy and a request 
for a separate box.for depositing ballots 
for United States senators.

politics.”

Griff Beat Him Fairly but the Ref- 
eree Gave It to Jack. . 

Seaside Athletie Club, Coney Island, N. Yu.» 
August 27.—Seldom has a limited round con- 
test attracted such widespread interest 
as that tonight at the Seaside Athletic Club 
between Jack McAuliffe and Alfred _Grif- 
fiths, better known as “Young Griffo,’’” the 
former the light-weight champion of Amer- 
ica and the latter the feather-weight cham- 
pion af Australia. Both men afe far be- 
yond the weight limit of their respective 
classes, but this cut no figure tonight, as 
the men fought at catch weights and the 
contest was decided on its merits.

The seconds were Eddie Stoddard, Jimmary 


Carroll, Jack Sheahan and Bennie Murphy, 
for Jack McAuliffe; while the men who look- 
ed after “‘Griffo” .were Pete Dunne, of Syd- 
ney; Con Riordan, of San Francisco; H. 
Tuthill, of Saginaw, and Billy Silleck, of 
New York. Maxney Moore, of the New 
York Athletic Club, was referee. 

“Griffo” said he weighed 133 pounds and 
McAuliffe said he weighed 140 pounds, but 
the difference between these weights when 
they entered the ring looked very much 
greater. McAuliffe looked fully twenty 
pounds heavier. 

In the first round both men appegred in 
the ring with nothing but blue trunks. Mc-

When the fact became known yesterday 
that +. McCollough would no longer look 
after tne affairs of the law breakers there 
was general surprise among his fellow offi- 
cers and acquaintances. Apparently there 
was no reason for his sudden action. Tne 
real truth of the matter, however, was 
known only to.a few about the jail and to 
Sheriff Barnes, to whom Mr. McCollough 
gave the exact state of affairs. 

According to the statement of scveral 
guards about the place, and others whose 
observations have giveh them an insight 
into the workings of this department, Mrs. 
Hicken does not make a model prisoner. 
They claim that she unduly interests her- 
self in the business of others, and takes 
upon herself the responsibility of looking 
cut for the affairs of all those about her. 

Mr. McCollough, itis said, realizes the 
fact, and argued that the liberties of Mrs. 
Hicken should be curtailed.. It is said also 
that he declared that unless this was done 
that he would sever his connection with 
the jail. Yesterday came the news of his 
resignation. 

Sheriff Barnes was seen yesterday after- 
noon and asked concerning the matter: He 
was very reticent and reluctantly acknowl- 
edged tnat Mrs. Hicken was connected 
with it. 

“McCollough saw me this mornine,’’ he 
said, ‘‘and we talked over the matter. He 
is a good and efficient man, but his long 
dealings with criminais has made him a 
little rough. 

The sheriff was asked if McCollough made 
any mention of Mrs. Hicken when he gave 
notice that he was going to leave. 

“Yes,” he replied, ‘‘since I come to think 
of it, I believe that he did say something 
about her.’’ ° 

He said also that he had talked with Mrs. 
Hicken during a visit to the jail about 2 
o'clock. 

Altogether the sheriff was in no way in- 
clined to say anything concerning the mat- 
ter, and his manner clearly indicated that 
there was something behind it. 

Information concerning the resignation 
of Mr. McCollough was carried to Mrs. 
Hicken. 

“I have nothing to say,’”’ she replied, ‘‘ex- 
cept. that 1 am very sorry, of course.”’ Mr. 
McCollough had left the jail and could not 
be seen. 


‘YESTERDAN IN CONGRESS. 
No Qucrum in the Senate—And a Thin 
Attendance of Representatives. 

Washington, August 27.—The senate was 
in session today only an hour and a quarter, 
and that time was spent behind closed doors, 
in order not to expose the fact that the num- 
ber of senators in attendance was twenty 
short of a quorum—an actual but unofficta} 
count showing the presence of only twenty- 
three senators. 

There were three matters of a legislative 


character disposed of while the senate was ; 


in secret session. These were the passage 
of a house bill authorizing the Kansas City, 


Oklahoma and Pacific Railway Company to’ 


construct and operate a railway through 
Indian Territory; a house bill for the 
issue of a duplicate check for $10,115 to J. 
H. Hathaway & Co., contractors for gOv- 
ernment work at the mouth of the St. Johns 
river, Florida, and the house joint resolu- 
tion to print the agricultural report for 
1894, 6,000 copies of the first part containing 
merely business and executive matter, and 
500,000 copies for the second part dealing 
with matters specially suited to instruct and 
interest the farmers of the country. 

The senate adjourned at 1:35 vo’clock p. 
m., the adjournment being till noon to- 
morrow, at which time there will be exactly 
two hours left before the final close of this 
long and exciting session of congress. 


In the House. 


Washington, August 27.—The Pythian 
hosts and their friends now gathered in 
the capital, were fully represented in the 
galleries of:the house today, their numbers 
filling them to overflowing. They presented 
a striking contrast to the floor, which was 
occupied by not more than sixty or seventy 
representatives.

Secretary Carlisle Sends Telegrams 
About Withdrawing Goods. 
Washington, August 27.—Secretary Car- 
lisle this morning decided that goods now 
in bend will be entitled to the privileges of 
the free list of the tariff act. The following 
telegram was sent this morning in order to 
afford facilities for immediate bonding and 

withdrawing of goods just arrived: 

“To the Collector of Customs, New York— 
Vessels with cargo, not discharged nor en- 
tered for consumption, may be made vessel 
warehouses temporarily for such goods us 
shall be entered today in bond. 

“JOHN G. CARLISLE.” 

The same telegram was sent to the cdl- 
lectors of customs at Boston, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, Portland, Me., San Francisco, 
Portland, Newport News, Norfolk, New Or- 
leans and Chicago. 

Instructions to Collectors. 

Secretary Carlisle also telegraphed the col- 
lectors o*% customs at San Francisco, New 
York, Port Townsend, Boston, Philadelphia, 
New Orleans, Chicago and Baltimore, as 
follows: 

“You are instructed as follows concerning 
the collection of duties under the recent 
revenue legislation by congress. 

“7 All articles heretofore subject to duty, 
but made free by the provisions of the new 
act, may be withdrawn from warehous2s cn 
and after August 28, 1894, without payment 
of duty. 

or All manufactured articles epe cifically 
oer generally provided for in schedule K, 
which are composed wholly of mater.al 
other than wool or worsted as a component 
part ot the chief value, will be admitted on 
ari after August 28, 1894, at the rates of 
duty prescribed in the new act. All other 
manufactured articles specifically or gen- 
erally provided for in said schedule will 
continue until January 1, 1895, to pay the 
rates of duty imposed tnereon by act en- 
titled, ‘An act to reduce revenue, equalize 
duties on imports and for other purposes, 


approved October 1, 1890. 
“9 Coffee and tea, hides and skins, raw 


or uncured, either dry, unsalted or p:ckled, 


will be admitted free of duty on and after 
the 28th day of August, 1894, and treasury 
circular (section 12510) dated March 24, 1892,

He Dropped in Price from a Dollar to 
Fifty Cents, but Even Then He 
Had:No Taker. 


Brunswick, Ga., August 27.—(Special.)— 
Major A. F. Dunwoody, who has. been anx- 
lous for a trial of the charge against him 
for vote buying, made by A. W. Corker, se- 
cured one before Justice Lambright today 
and was fully exonorated and honorably 
discharged for want of evidence to sustain 
the charge. Hts discharge was as complete 
as possible and his vindication absolute. 
The courtroem was filled wth spectators 
and the major’s friends cheered and con- 
gratulated him on his vindication. Only 
two witnesses, bota negroes, appeared 
against him, and neither swore he was paid 
to vote. One swore to the contrary. 

Mayor Dunwoody made this statement to 
the court: 

“Exasperated by defeat Corker has 
brought this accusation: against me. This 
negro, Batcheller, the witness, was before 
me on a charge of failing to pay his street 
tax. I fined him $2 and aliowed him time to 
pay it. On the day of the election I gave 
him a Hitch ticket and asked him to vote 
it. He said I want a dollar for my vote. I 
refused to pay him anything. He then of- 
fered to vote for 75 cents, and finally for 
50 cents, both of which offers I, of course, 
refused. This is the true statement of the 
transaction.” 

All the Cases Dismissed. 


After closing the evidence Corker with- 
drew the warrant against the clerk of the 
county court, W. B. Moore, for want of ev- 
idence. It then was found that by an over- 
sight of the court some papers had been 
overicoked and the court asked for a post- 
ponement. The defendants, however, 
Messi}. H. H. Harvey, R. T. Hitch, J. R. 
Minehan and James Calnan, Jr., wanted a 
trial then, feeling sure. of their innocence, 
but it was finally agreed that in order to 
avoid delay and continued appearing on the 
cases, the defendants would waive hearing 
and demand indictment by the grand jury. 
In his speech, defending Mayor Dunwoody, 
Judge Atkinson was severe in his denuncia- 
tion of the effort inade to stain Dunwoody’s 
character, and his speech had _ scarcely 
ended ‘before Justice Lambright dismissed 
the case.

The Constitution knows nothing of 
the visit of Mr. Carlisle to the president 
of the sugar trust, nor is it prepared to 
defend Mr. Carlisle from the severe 
attack to which he has been subjected, 
because he has as yet made no state- 
ment. When he presents his side of 
the case, his constant association with 
the president of the sugar trust may be- 
come clear, and he may also satisfy 
the public that in drawing in his own 
handwriting the senate’s surrender to 
the sugar trust he was actuated entirely 
by motives of patriotism and by his 
sense of duty. 

We are none the less astonished, how- 
ever, that the mugwumps and the gold- 
bugs should now turn against Mr. Car- 
lisle, and so unceremoniously leave him 
in the lurch.

The Coinage of Silver Dollars. 

A correspondent asks: , “Is silver coin- 
age going on at this time? If so to 
what extent?’ 

The Constitution has found that it is 
not an easy matter to get at the facts. 
A goldbug newspaper in this neighbor- 
hood, which has been denouncing the 
“dishonest” and “depreciated” silver 
dollar up and down, announced several 
weeks ago with <uite a flourish of 
trumpets that the coinage of silver dol- 
lars had been resumed. 

Inquiries at the treasury department 
elicited a vague statement to>the effect 
that Secretary Carlisle was coining a 
portion of the bullion silver for the pur- 
pose of redeeming and retiring treas- 
ury notes issued under the Sherman act 
of 1890. This, at least, was the report 
made by some of the correspondents, 
But the treasury notes of 1890 cannot 
be redeemed and destroyed. According 
to the terms of the law: they may be 
reissued. In that respect they stand on 
pretty much the same. footing with all 
our legal tender currency. Therefore, 
the coinage of silver that is now going 
on can hardly be for the purpose of re- 
tiring the treasury notes issued ‘or the 
purchase of silver bullion.

fail to elicit satisfactory replies. We 
do not know that secrecy in the matter 
is warranted, and yet it may be, for 
the conditions now are’ precisely what 
they were when Mr. Cleveland confi- 
dentially remarked to Colonel Oates that 
the Wall street banks had the treasury 
and the country by the hind leg. Wall 
street has not relaxed its grip and is not 
likely to until the people send men ‘to 
Washington who are patriotic enough 
to take the gold trust by the throat.

‘Salaries of the City Officials. 


Editor Constitution—In your issue of Sun- 
day morning you have quite an editorial] 
upon the above subject, in which you say: 

“The question of the reduction of the 
salaries of city officials is now being agi- 
tated in the city, and the intention of those 
who have most interested themselves in 
making an issue of it is, we believe, mis- 
understood. If it is contemplated that there 
shall be a reduction in the salaries of such 
officers as members of the police depart- 
ment, the fire department, and the city 
officials in_ charge of the various depart- 
ments of the city’s work, we believe that 
public op*nion will not approve the sug- 
gestion, fur the simple reason that the sala- 
ries received by these officials are not now 
out of proportion to the responsibilities of 
the duties which they are called upon to 
perform. If, however, the agitation of the 
question contemplates only the reduction of 
salaries of the members of the council from 
$600 to $200, as they stood before the recent 
change, we believe public opinion will be in 
favor of the reduction.” 

Now, Mr. Editor, I do not understand that 
policemen or firemen are salaried officers; 
they get a per diem, therefore could not 
have been included; but as to city officials 
in charge of some of the departments, they 
were included. You say they are not too 
high. Let us look into one or two of them 
and the others stand very closely related. 
Take the comptroller, he gets a salary of 
$3,000 a year, $1,000 more than the judges of’ 
the superior court or the comptroller gen- 
eral of the state. He has twoclerks, well 
paid who keep up his work. Is this not out of 
proportion to the responsibility of the posi- 
tion? He handles no money, only keeps 
records and draws drafts. Quite a number 
of others get salaries of from $2,000 to $2,500 
each, while our judges, our bank clerks, 
employed men.in all departments of busi- 
ness receive much less salaries. Our mayor 
gets $2,500 per annum and does not give 
any more time to the duties of his office 
than a good alderman or councilman has 
to give. Yet you say his salary is not too 
high, but $600 is too much for aldermen 
and councilmen. I look over the list of 
candidates for mayor and then for aldermen 
and councilmen and I must say I can’t 
see but that quite as able inen are offering 
for aldermen and councilmen as are offering 
for mayor, yet you say, ‘‘the ordinary men. 
of council material is not improved by the 
increase of salary.’’

WILL MEET HERE THIS AFTERNOON 


The Situation Is an Interesting One from

the Compressers. 


The cotton compress men are thoroughly 
worked up over the refusal of the railroad 
people to reconsider the action of the meet. 
ing in July in regard to the reiuction of th. 
fees fér compressing cotton. 

The meeting today will, therefore, be on. 
of great interest, and the action by the 
compress owners will be something tha: 
will tend to the instantaneous adjustmer: 
of the rate or a great damage to the moy-. 
ing of the cotton crop, which is yet to be 
handled. 

The first thing that the compress men wil] 
do when they meet this afternoon wii! be 
to perfect their permanent organization. I, 
order to do this officers as provided for in 
the constitution adopted at the meeting 
here during the first month will be elected. 
TLcse officers consist of a president, vice 
president, secretary, treasurer and a board 
of directors. 

With the first business disposed of the 
cotton people will settle down to a thor- 
ough discussion cf several plans for bring. 
ing about. the same rates that were in 
vogue before the cut of 3 cents was made. 
What will be done, so the cotton men 


claim, even they, themselves, do not know. 


but something directly to the point will be 
the result of the meeting which will be as 
much of a conference as anything else. 

It is understood that three several com- 
prestors “ave a number of ideas in the d.- 
rection of a settlement with the roads, ani 
a caucus may be held this morning before 
the regular meeting in order that a number 
of opinions may be expressed on these va- 
rious suggestions. The cotton compressors, 
however, are exceedingly taciturn, anid are 
not inclined to talk about the matter. They 
do not care ta be put into the position o: 
antagonizing the railroads, yet jt can plain- 
ly be seen that they feel that they have 
been done an injury that can te repaired in 
no manner save by placing the fee bxck to 
10 cents per hundred. , 

‘But not a word will they say to be quoted 
from upon any probable moves that may le 
made to secure this end. 

Succinct Statement from the Compress 
Men. 

It is claimed by the compressors that the 
average expense, as shown by the stute- 
merts.in the possession of the committee 
that went to Manhattan beach,.-is full 
30 cents a bale. 

It was stated yesterday morning that the 
fee on a hale of cotton at 7 cents per hun- 
dred would amount to 35 cents, but such 
is not the case, according to several cotton 
men. The bales of this section only average 
460 pounds, however, and the net receipis 
for a bale would thus be but very litile 
more than 32 cents, or a profit of 2-cents on 
the bale. 

In Atlanta alone nearly a half million 
dollars are invested in the compress bu+s'i- 
ness, and at this reduced rate the dividends 
would only be, providing that 150,000 bales 
were compressed, a fraction more than % of 
1 percent upon the amount invested. It is 
therefore, claimed by the cotton compress- 
ors that to permit the reduction to take 
place would be a virtual confiscation of al) 
the interior compress property. 

by some of the compressors the proposi- 
ticn has been advanced that it is a fight of 
the coast compress owners—the railrcads— 
on the interior compressors; and this view, 
it is asserted, finds many willing support- 
ers. 

The railroad people say that cotton scan 
be compressed at a cost of 8 cents, and that 
now, with the fee at 10 cents a hundred, 
the compressors are making more than 
50 per cent. This is the second cut by the 
railroads within the past three years, the 
first cut being from 12 cents. In the mean- 
time, the compressors allege, there has 
been no reduction of freights on cotton and, 
therefore, in sequence most logical, it can 
readily be seen that every cent taken away 
from the compress business is a cent in 
the pockets of the railroad men. 

In short, the position at present is this: 

If the reduced rates are accepted it is 
ruination to the compressors; if the com- 
pressors refuse to accept them and the rail- 
roads hold out, it means stagnation of bus- 
inéss in cotton sections. 

What May He Done. 


It is generally conceded among compress- 
ors that they shot one of their few last 
bolts when the committee urged a recon- 
sideration and received no for an answer: 
but the last ones are the must powerful, 
and until driven to desperation the cotton 
men will not use them. 

A refusal to accept the rates of the South- 
ern Railway and Steamship Association 
rveans that the majority of all the big com- 
presses in Mississippi, Alabama, South Car- 
olina, Tennessee and Georgia will refuse 
to compress for the railroads. The effect 
may not at once be felt, but when ‘the cot- 
ton begins to move in bulk from the in- 
terior the situation that is portended by 
this probable action becomes a serious one. 

The cotton crop of the states named will 
amount to fully 3,500,000 bales and a stagna- 
tion in the handling of this enormous mass 
will have a result far from salutary upon 
business in this section, where cotton is 
the dependance. There are $15,000,000 in- 
volved, and such an interest needs com- 
petent care.

The compress owners will meet at the 
Kimball house this afternoon and it is very 
ltkely that there will be more than a hun- 
dred present. 

Their deliberations remain to be develoved 
at the sessions during tHe coming days.

Lirely Romors About the C,H & 
D.’s Late Movements. 


WILL IT COME TO ATLANTAP 


Considerable Interest inthe Matter Among 
Local Railroaders—Other New 
of the Rail. 


The Cincinnati, Hamiltee and Dayton 
railroad has scooped the Alabama Great 
Southern and with it the Cincinnati, South- 
ern, and this gives it a great through line 
direct to the gulf. 

This was nothing more than was expected 
by the southern railroad people, who have 
been keeping themselves posted as to the 
situation in this section of the country. 

But there is more to the movement than 
is set forth by the simple news that the 
scoop has at last been accomplished by the 
Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton. It 
means a great competing line to the gulf 
points against the Southern railway, re- 
cently formed out of the old Richmond and 
Danville, Georgia Pacific and East Tennes- 
see, Virginia and Georgia railroads and 
other minor lines in this section. 

The Southern railway would have had 
things all its own way if it had secured the 
Alabama Great Southern and the road that 
leads by Meridian to New Orleans, but Mr. 
Samuei Spencer, president of the Southern, 
was not disposed to take this system into 
the great consolidation he has just formed. 
He said to Thé Constitution while in At- 
lanta that it was not his intention to mix 
the Alabama:-Great Southern’s affairs ur 
with the combination he was then making. 
He was asked to give an interview on the 
probable future of the Alabama _ Great 
Southern, but declined, saying onlv that he 
and the Southern Railway Company had 


would not have any part to play in its sale. 

The dispatches in The Constitution yester- 
day set at rest all the rumors that were 
going out in some of the newspapers that 
the Richmond Terminal interests were tied 
up with the interests of the Alabama Great 
Southern and the Queen and Crescent. 

It was stated in these dispatches from 
Cincinnati that a cablegram had been re- 
ceived from the meeting of directors of the 
Alabama Great Southern held in London an- 
nouncing that at the session the representa- 
tives of the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Day- 
ton were seated thus giving them control 
of the road. 
On August 9th the full board of English 
shareholders of the Alabama Great South- 
ern Railway Company (imited) met in 
London and passed resolutions deposing 
Directors Sam Thomas, Calvin 8S. Brice and 
John Grenough. They elected Henry A. 
Taylor, of New York, and M. D. Woodford, 
of Cincinnati, to fill,two of the vacancies. 
The shareholders met again and took 
action which places the Cincinnati, Hamil- 
ton and Dayton in full control of the prop- 
erty.

Atlanta from the west. 

It is hardly probable that the company 
will be content to depend upon the traffic re- 
lations they may make with the Western 
and Atlantic from Chattanooga to Atlanta, 
for this line is a part of the Nashville. 
Chattanooga and St. Louis system, which 
leads up to the west by another route en- 
tirely. : 

There was a great deal of talk around in 
railroad circles yesterday that the Cincin- 
nati, Hamilton and Dayton will reach out 
for the Marietta and North Georgia, which 
is a new line leading down from their 
region of the country to the center of the 
south. 

The Marietta and North Georgia, it is 
known, has been regarded as a most desir- 


lately and many have been the rumors that 
this line, or that was going to scoop it. 
For the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton 
sOme such connecting link asthis is most 
desirable now that it has bought up a con- 
trolling interest in the Alabama Great 
Southern and the Queen and Crescent. 

The Marietta and North Georgia would 
lead the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton 
right into the great heart center of the 
south, and by building it to Atlanta, a dis- 
tance from Marietta, the present terminus, 
of twenty miles and taking in the Atlanta 
and Florida, the outlet to the southern 
coast would be about complete.

FOREIGN OPERATORS BUY L. AND N 


; ere for the First Time in History Higher 
“han Wheat—Provisions 5 to 15 
-” Cents Higher—Vats Fairly Active. 


NEW YORK, Atgust 27.—Railway stocks 
showed strength teday. Foreign operators 
were prominent in St. Paul, Louisville and 
Nashville and otber international favorites. 
In fact, their purchases of Louisville and 
Nashville put that stock up to 56 and over 
today. The strength of the general market 
in the first place is due to the short inter- 
est which is endeavoring to covert, and in 
the second place to the improvement in rail- 
road earnings. Today ten roads reported 
ther receipts for the third week of August 
and eight out of the ten showed gains rang- 
ing from $2,026, in the case of Flint and 
Pere Marquette, to $46,245, in the Louisville 
and Nashville stock. The July statement of 
St. Paul to hand showed a loss in net earn- 
ings of $358,164; but as the American Railway 
Unien strike occurred in the month named, 
the loss was not considered serious. Proba- 
bly the best feature of the market from 
the bull point of view was the indifference 
displayed as to the sensational movement 
in Distillers and American Sugar, the mar- 
ket having refused to be influenced by the 
wild fluctuations in those issues. Distillers, 
at the start, sold at 21@21% for 4,000 shares, 
against 204% at the close Saturday. The 
bulge was due to a rumor that the company 
had obtained the $5,000,000 necessary to take 
its products out of bond and thus get the 
advantage of the increased tax levied on 
spirits. The rise led to liquidation, and a 
reaction to 19% ensued. An advance in 
spirits by the American Distributing Com- 
pany to 136%, the highest in years, then 
strengthened the certificates, which rose to 
20%. After midday a rumor gained currency 
that the local syndicate which was to ad- 
Wwance the money to the trust had with- 
drawn, owing to the refusal of the repre- 
sentatives who were carrying on the nego- 
tiations to endorse the paper required in 
their individual capacity, and on this, and 
the opinion generally obtained that the 
deal so far as the local capitalists are con- 
cerned, has fallen through. This is corrobo- 
ratea by the fact that the United States 
Areasury did not receive any important

The disposition appears in most depart- 
ments Of the iron trade to look’ for an ac- 
tive market in tle fail months.

It has been 
piain tor some time past that juSt as soon 
us any extra pressure W.a; put upon the 
railroads it would show that ihe suppiy 
of freight cars hus fallen much below the 
normai, through the failure to repiace roll- 
ing Stock that has bcome useiess in the 
year. In the last two weeks cne of the 
periodic car famines has been experienced, 
and the difficulty of getting cars, particu- 
larly gondolas, has been in some instances 
greater thas usual at this season. ‘1nis, 
in view of the shrunken volume of traftic 
for over a year, is significant. When. the 
railroads order cars‘to repisce those which 
they have been discarding for more than 
a year past, one important requisite of re- 
vival will be realized. 

The better demand which foundries are 
finding just now is a promising factor in 
the situation. Power equipment is being 
instailed to an increasing extent by electric 
railway and lightning companies, by blast 
furnaces, steel plants and rolling mills. 
The requirements in the single line of 
tin-plate manufactures for plants now build- 
ing and those about to be contracted for 
The record of 
orders for boilers, as repsrted recently by 
the leading makers, reflects the increasing 
activity in all manufacturing. Vessel worr

A LARGE COTTON CROP. 


The New Crop Now Starting’.in Prom- 
ises to Be Very Large. 


If the present indications are to be relied 
upon the cotton crop for '94 and ’95 will be 
the largest in many years. The weather 
during the latter part of the present sum- 
mer has been very favorable to the growth 
of the fleecy staple, and, consequently, the 
outlook for a big crop is very promising. 

Atlanta is one of the largest cotton mar- 
kets in the country, and the prospective 
large crop will be handled to a great ex- 
tent by the cotton factors of this city. 

Mr. John A. Clay, who is with the firm 
of Maddox, Rucker & Co., talked very 
interestingly yesterday afterncon. He said: 

“If the present indications are realized, 
the cotton crop this year will exceed by 
far that of any recent year. The weather 


throughout the whole season has been just . 


such as was needed for a large yield of 
cotton. The recent rains have been bene- 
ficial instead of hurtful to the cotton, and 
have not hurt it in the least as some 
people seem to think. The crop is about 
two weeks behind just now, but a little 
sunshine will make everything right. 

“While it is, of course, a little early,” 
Mr. Cay continued, ‘“‘to estimiate the crop, 
I should say that if the cotton receives no 
set back, the yield will be about 2,000,000 
bales more this year than last year. An 
early frost would be detrimental to the 
crop, but it would not materially affect it, 
as the greater part of the crop is already 
made. We expect to receive the first bale 
in a few days, probably about September 
0th. A few days later the cotton will be- 
gin to be marketed in dead earnest. I think 
tl at the outlook could not be brighter than 
it is at present.”’

Connection with Chattanooga, Knoxville, 
and Savannah to Be Expected in 
the Near Future. 


anta is rapidly getting within speaking 
jistance of all southern towns and cities. 

a great step in this direction is to be 
right away by the telephone compa- 
nies, and it will bring Atlanta into tele- 
phonic communication with the cities of 
two or three states. 

The telephone line to Chattanooga, which 
js to be built at once, will be the first big 
step. After that the extension of lines in 
ail directions will go steadily onward and 
in a short while it will be possible for 
Atlanta people to hold conversations with 
people of Knoxville, Cleveland, Chattanoo- 
ga, Dalton, Loudon and all of the cities of 
Kast and Central Tennessee; besides talking 
to the citizens of all the towns of Georgia 
a radius of 125 miles of this city. 
he details for the building of the line

To Atlanta’s wide-awake and enterprising 
manager, Mr. W. T. Gentry, is due much of 
this extension of telephone lines. He has 
seen from the first the necessity of push- 
ing out his lines to all of the outlying cities, 
and is a firm believer in the greatness of 
the future of the telephone. Under his su- 
~ -yision work on the line to Chattanooga 
will be begun just as soon as other matters 
now in hand can be satisfactorily disposed 

ae lot of correspondence has been carried 
on between Manager Ww. T. Gentry, of the 

Atlanta telephone exchange, and Manager 
Harry McFarland, of the Chattanooga ex- 
change. The proposition made by them is 
that the Atlanta company build the line as 
far as Dalton at which point it will connect 
with a line built to that city by the Chat- 
tanooga people. 

It will take nearly a year to complete 
the line, but it will be constructed of the 
very best material and will be built to stay. 

The telephone line from Chattanooga is 
bui.t as far east as Cleveland, and from 
Knoxville it is up as far west as Loudon, 
Tenn. It is only necessary now to fill in the 
gap between Cleveland and Loudon te con- 
nect Chattanooga with Knoxville. When 
this is done it will be the matter of but 
a moment for an Atlanta man to call-up a 
Knoxville man and have a conversation.
